I thiific this probably was because I was up only once after retiring. When I awaken during 
the night no 1 / I sit and read for a while before retailing to bed to bo able to breathe nor- 
mally and got enough oyxgen working again. The breathing interruptions from the sleep 
apnea reduce the oysegon I take in and can use. Also ray heart beats rather slowly and that 
also meand the available oxygon is reduced. So I cat and read for about an hour until I

lie was quite excited, about the story. He says tho C— A has &hree full pages on the inside 
plus what it lias on the front page. He promised to go right out, get a copy, and mail me the 
stordies, for from his account there arc three. This will make copying and using the copy 
awkward so if you want tliat story it will# be easier for you to use if you get one from 
the paper.

is that with all the time and money invented in it under th* editor lie followed he did 
not dare not use it properly. He may be correct. But if he did work for the FBI, and my 



recollection of tliat report is that he was a cleric while going to college, pinning so much 
of the domestic spying on the A »wy can tend to relieve the FBI some.

I licard and saw nothing more about thiD story. It was not on yesterday 1 s CBS net 
radio news at 4 a.m. yewf or May -, when I listened to it again. It was not on any evening 
TV news that I saw, which vi s ABC's and NBC's, CBS had sports at that hour. If was not 
in tho Hash. Post, not even jbrief mention tliat I saw. The Dallas Horning News had only 
a tiny report of the story's existence. This can be because it is copyrighted and because 
Scripps-lloward, wliich owns the paper, wanted first use. Remains to be seen if there is any- 
' tiling further on it or if the press has again fallen in ranks to protect the government. 

So, I think that if you want this story you'd/ best ask the paper for it immediately 
because it may well have no spare copies soon.
